HB. EDOEBTON TATKS. 


Judge A. P. Edgerton was seen at the 
capitol to-day by a representative of the 
United Press shortly after the receipt of 
the message of the president, announc- 
ing his removal from the civil service 
commission. 


"I was removed because I would not 
resign," he said. "I saw the president 
yesterday and he asked me if I would 
resign. He said he wished to appoint 
Mr. Thompson in my place. I showed 
him some newspaper clippings contain- 
ing criticisms of my conduct on the 
commission, and 11 Id him I was not 
in the habit of retiring under fire. 
I 
was not bom to do that. 


•'He found I was as determined as he, 
and so he removed me." 


"Was there any other reason given for 
your removal than the fact that the 
president desired to appoint Mr. Thomp- 
son?" 


None. The president simply said he 
wanted to appoint Mr. Thompson to my 
place. I was of the opinion that Presi- 
dent Harrison ought to appoint his own 
commissioners, and that I expected to 
go out when he did." 


"Have you and the president dis- 
agreed in the past i" 


'Yes, on a number of things. 
He 
and I could never agree, because the 
president is the most confirmed mng- 
wumj) in the country and there is noth- 
ing of the mugAvump about mo," 


A con-esjiondent asked Judge Edger- 
ton, at this point, how the president and 
he had got along together for so long a 
time, to suddenly discover at this late 
daj' that they could not agree. 


"It is like the case of the fox and the 
coon," said the judge. 
"The fox and 
the coon fought for a long time. 
One 
day the fox said to the coon: 'Why 
should we fight? We have all to meet 
some day al the hatters.' " 


"I guess the president has come to 
the conclusion that as we will have to 
meet at the hatter's March 4, he and I 
might as well stop fighting now."

ROME, Feb. 9.—An immense proces- 
sion of unemployed workmen marched 
through the condotta and other streets 
yesterday, defacing many of the prin- 
cipal shop fronts and in some places 
plundering the stores where provisions 
and clothing were kept for sale. 
any 
street lamps and windows were broken 
and the mob several times came into 
collision with the jiolice, who attempted 
to preserve order and protect property. 
A larg^ i^umber of an-ests were made and 
several of the many wounded were con- 
veyed to the hospital. 


The city is still in a state of panic to- 
day. The shops opened this morning 
but closed early, fearing that tiie men 
would loot them. Three hundred work- 
men assembled in the Piazza di Dante, 
but the cavalry charged upon them and 
dispersed the rioters. Arrests have been 
numerous. 


The banks and large buildings are 
all guarded by soldiei-s. The government 
is taking 
the strongest 
repressive 
measures against the rioters and will 
l)reak up every meeting of the unem- 
ployed men. A heavy rain prevails to 
day. 


Further rioting is expected to-night 
and tbe guards will be increased. 


ROME, Feb. 9.—The rioters last night 
tried to reach the Quirinal, and officers 
of the government and the Vatican, but 
were prevented by the troops. 
A large 
amount of property was def^royed.

Democrat, of Freeport, 111., 
pays this tribute to the late E. S. Crane, 
father of Mr. George D. Crane, of this 
city: 


"Another old and well-known settler 
of Freeport, has been summoned to his 
reward in the world to come.

CLOTHES 
PISS. 


Where do ail the clothes inns go? 
Innumerable dozens of them are flow- 
ing out into the world 
continuously 
from the factories, and a single expert 
packer handles 72,000 of them in a day, 
making 100 boxes at a cent a box. They 
are made of aoh, beech, birch and 
maple. 
The log.<} are cut into lengths 
of 31 inches, these are .»awed into blocks, 
the blocks into sticks, and the sticks into 
shorter ones, the length of the clothes 
pin, about 5i inches. 
These are fed 
into a lathe by an endless belt. 
The 
lathe turns them into shape and passes 
them along by a turn-table to a saw, 
which cuts out the slot. 
When the 
machine is through with them it drops 
them into a box or barrel. 
The pins 
are then dried in a tlrying house and 
then put, 20 to 40 bushels at once, into 
a slowly revolving cylinder, and the 
friction caused by their tumbling about 
in this cylinder polishes them.

gle plant, for making clothes pins costs 
from $7,000 to $12,000.

In submitting to Congress his report 
upon the new libraiy building, General 
Casev gave plans for the building, 
which is to cost not more than $é.000,- 
000, and in addition submitted a care- 
fully prei^red estimate of the cost of 
^ e building, if erectod according to 
fhe original plans, with some omis- 
sions. 
From this estimate it appears 
that he can construct the building 
practically as originally designed at a 
cost of $6,003.140, or less than $2,000,- 
000 more than the amount specified by 
Congress for the reduced building. 
There was not a single recommenda- 
tion in General Casey's report. 
He 
simply submitted for the information 
of Congress his estimate of the cost of 
the building according to the original 
plan adopted, as well as the modified 
plans for a building not to exceed 
$4,000,000 in cost. 
This is the first 
time a detailed estimate of the original 
plan has been made, and it is now 
thought that when Congress realizes 
that the original building can be con- 
stiTicted for less than $2,000,000 more 
than the limit fixed by the sundry civil 
bill of last Congress, it will authorize 
the construction of the building as 
originally intended. 


The accompanying illustration will 
give a good idea of the exterior ap- 
pearance of the two designs. 


The original plan, as adopted by 
Congress, contemplated four octagonal 
projections from the 
main 
central 
building. 
These General Casey omit- 
ted from his estimates, as well as the 
northwest, northeast, southwest and 
southeast magazines. "These changes," 
says the report, "would do away with 
the crowded arrangement of 
book 
magazines in the 
courts—darkening 
each other and converting the courts or 
wells—and give, instead of ten small 
courts or wells, four large court-yards, 
open, light and airy, and which may at 
any future time, if necessary, be occu- 
pied by low pyramidal book magazines 
connected with the reading-room and 
constructed so as not to obstruct to 
any serious extent the light and air to 
the main walls. As represented iu this 
Bet of plans, the books would at first 
occupy only the alcoves in the reading- 
room and the stacks in the magazines 
adjoining it north, south and east. 


"The full capacity of these spaces is 
alone 1,608,000 
volumes, and 
they 
would accommodate the growing library 
for a period of thirty-four years from 
this time. 
Occupying in future the 
first and second stories of the north, 
east and south court yards with alcoves 
and stacks, the capá'city would be in- 
creased to 3,537,000 volumes, lasting 
ninety-eight years. 
Adding the court 
jrard magazines above described, the

4,632,000 volumes, which would not be 
reached until the lapse of 134 years." 


In directing the preparations of the 
plans which would bring the cost of 
the building within the 
$4,000,000 
limit, General Casey's object was to 
save time to utilize as far as practicable 
the work alrea<ly done by the govern- 
ment upon the site of the building, 
and to use as a basis the 
general 
design, and especially the utilitarian 
arrangements 
embodied 
in 
the 
old 
plan 
which 
Congress 
had 
adopted after same years of considera- 
tion throrigh the several committees 
having had charge of the subject. The 
same style of architectiire is retained, 
and also the number and height of 
stories, the general arrangement and 
relative location 
of 
reading-rooms, 
book-magazines, and rooms for exhib- 
its, administration, and other literary 
work, as in the original plan. 
The 
center building and the reading-rooms 
are essentially unaltered from the old 
plan, while the height of the whole 
building has been considerably re- 
duced, and much more of the space in 
the middle of the plan omitted. 


The new extreme outside dimensions 
of the building, not including the pro- 
jection of- the center building, on the 
west front, are 333 feet north and south 
by 318 feet 3 inches east and west, 
while those of the old design were re- 
spectively 462 feet H i inches by 332 
feet 9 inches. 


Book alcoves, stacks and shelving are 
provided for 1,168,000 volumes, occu- 
pying the rea^ng-room, three m^a- 
zines adjoining the second-story and 
the east front.

Grotesqne Stsg:e Uance«—The Fascina- 
tion Afforded bjr the Rhythmical BEeve- 
ment of Feet—Hints to Besinnerik

AN was born to dance. 
Tljore is some indescrib- 
able impulse In his nature 
thut sets iiis toes nnd 
heels a iioing on all kinds 
of occasions. Tlie savage 
dances Avhen he prepares 
for Avar and Avhen ho bur- 
ies his dead: the half- 
civilized peopli3 of all col- 
ors dance ut festivals and 
lor love of it when they 
have nothing: else to do; 
civilized man has culti- 
vated the frisky form of 
entertainment and made 
W art of it. 
There is something strangely fascinating 
In the skipping of a man's toes. What fea- 
ture of a variety entertainment is Avatched 
with keener interest and more absorbed at- 
tention than the performance of a clog or a 
shuiHe? People may converse while the 
best of music is being played. Their eyes 
may wander during a scene in the play, and 
the climax of a tragedy rarely passes with- 
out the aeconipaniment of rustling skirts or 
funs or the rfstlcss movements of people in 
their seats: but Avhen a dancer appears tlie 
theater is invariably silent as the grave, 
excepting when the enthusiasm of the o-odi- 
cnce can be no longer restrained and bursts 
forth in a vollov of applause.

Avell that even the most cautious, gentle 
reaching out OA-er the heads of the.se 
sensitive, light sleepers will frighten 
and rouse them, often Avith a sharp 
scream; but failing to hear the little, 
fluttering breath in tlie inky darkness, 
with cautious fumbling I hunted for 
the face of my three-nionths-old baby 
and found it not on its pillow but under 
it, a happening Avhich I should have 
instantly discovered on waking had a 
night lamp been burning, and Avhich,

ful eye to see the mischief; but even a 
moth i-'s Avakeful eye must fail to see 
lier baby » peril if her room is in Egyi> 
tian darkness. 


One mother, schooling herself and 
baby to sletip Avithout a night lamp, Avas 
awukened one dark midnight by the 
sound of a choking little cough. KnoAV- 
ing her baby A v o u l d surely Avake with a 
cry ot fright if she felt for its face, she 
listened a long time Avatchful for croup 
or any symptom of illness in her little 
one. 
Finally, she put aside her scru- 
ples and lighted a lamp which revealed 
her baby's pui'ple face wedged between 
th ' bedside and Avail. 


When the bed had been made that 
day, accidentally it had not been pushed 
back close to the Avall, but a space left 
through Avhich baby had slipped, all 
but tJie large round head, and there 
the poor little thing had liung till 
suffocated. 


Our restless little people at night will 
toss off blankets and quilts and in their 
sleep throAV themselv; s on the outside 
of tlieir coverlets with points of com- 
pass reversed so fai' as they are con- 
cerned, which exposure—especially on 
frosty winter nights — must result in 
colds and croup, but if a night lamp is 
buming the naked little limbs are soon 
seen and warmly tucked under the 
blankets.—Good

OcTB legislature has now been in ses- 
sion about one month. Unless they are 
more active in their deliberations a 
special session will have to be called to 
get through with the business. 


THE Wabash Plain Denier, in its issue 
yesterday, states positively that the 
promised strawboard works are to be lo- 
cated there, notwithstanding the con- 
trary rumors sent out by rival gas towns. 


CONOBESSMAN-EIIECT MCCIIELIJAN ex- 
pects to go to Washington in a few 
weeks to view the closing scenes of the 
Fiftieth congress and accustom himself 
to the surroundings he will encounter in 
the Fifty-first. 


THE commissioners to select a site for 
tiie soldiers' home, in Grant county, 
are again on the ground and will go 
south of Marion, the site selected north 
of the town failing to produce natural 
gas. This was a very handsome catch 
for that portion of Indiana. 


LIEUTENANT-GOVEBNOB CHASE d i d n o t 
preside at the joint assembly of the leg- 
islature yesterday, during the election 
of State Librarian Dunn, simply be- 
cause the joint rules of the assembly be- 
stow that honor alone on the speaker of 
the house, and, accordingly, Mr. Nib- 
lack presided. 


IN the United States senate yesterday 
Mr. Turpie introduced a resolution from 
Indiana manufacturers and commercial 
men, asking for an amendment to the 
inter-state commerce act making provi- 
sion that nothing in the act shall pre- 
vent railroads from granting reduced 
rates to commercial travelers. 


M R . OBEBLY, it seems, from the in- 
formation from Washington, would like 
to have Hon. A. P. Edgerton's place on 
the civil service commission. The 
country will hardly applaud Mr. Ober- 
by's desires, since Mr. Edgerton is by 
far the ablest man on the commission 
and the only member who has a just 
conception of civil seirice reform. 


THE session of the legislature will 
have one-half expired when the adjourn- 
ment is taken to-day. 
To date seven 
bills have become laws, all of them un- 
important, of local application, while 
but one joint resolution has been passed. 
This does not agrue well, and unless the 
republicans cease their obstructions to 
needed legislation an extra session is 
inevitable. 


THE supreme court has decided that 
the statutory provisions, which attempt 
to confer authority upon the county 
board of equalization to increase the 
valuation of the property of an individ- 
ual tax-payer listed by him for taxation, 
or to add property to his list without 
notice to him, are unconstitutional, as 
being in conflict with the provision that 
a burden shall not be imposed upon a 
citizen without due process of law. 


A MEASUBE is pending before the legis- 
lature proposing to consolidate the 
offices of geologist, mine inspector, coal 
oil inspector and natural gas inspector 
under one head, with assistants in 
charge of each bureau. It is thought 
by this means better service can be se- 
cured with less expense to the tax-pay- 
ers, and that a department of the state 
government will be established which 
can accomplish much good and be a 
credit to Indiana. 


AFTEB all, what is more beautiful 
than the charities of the state when they 
are handled well. The other day a legis- 
lative committee went to the institute 
of the blind to investigate its manage- 
ment. To their surprise the inmates 
favored them with a concert entertain- 
ment of eighteen numbers, the program 
including junior and senior choruses, 
band music, solos, instrumental and 
vocal duets and a quartet. 
At this in- 
stitution the remaining senses of the in- 
mat<;s are assiduously cultivated, and 
music is dearly loved by them. 


WE would like to see the new metro- 
politan police bill become a law. It 
takes the police entirely out of politics, 
and pays a sufficient salary to obtain 
first class men. It would make a great 
change in our city and laws that are 
now a dead letter on the statute books 
wo aid be strictly enforced. Small boys, 
who are hardly free from the marks of 
the diaper pin, could not walK into a 
saloon and call up the ginger cock-tails 
with the familiarity of a whisky soaked 
veteran, as they are now permitted to 
do. We say let it pass and we hope our 
members will open their eyes wide and 
take a good look at the way things are 
managed in our city before 
voting 
against this bill.

Tbe State Senate Oolny Over It Care- 
fully—TIi e detterai ItCfrlslA- 
tive News. 


INDLANAPOUS, Feb. 9.—The senate is 
still considering the election bill, nearly 
every section of which, so far passed 
upon, has been amended, without mak- 
ing any material change in the spirit of 
the law, but simply making it, as be- 
lieved, stronger, more perspicuous in 
some respects and more perplexing in 
others. 
About the 
most important 
change is an amendment increasing the 
number of deputy sheriffs to be station- 
ed at each voting precinct on election 
day, from two to five, each of whom 
shall receive for his services $2, which 
will alone entail an expense of about 
$40,000. 
When the section requiring 
county clerks to bring the certified re- 
turns to Indianapolis was reached yes- 
terday afternoon, several amendments 
were proposed, with a view to reducing 
the expense fhat would be incurred un- 
der it. The section originally allowed 
the clerk 
mileage at the rate of 
ten cents, and in addition a per 
diem of $3. It was proposed to re- 
duce the mileage to five cents, and 
finally a reduction to three cents was 
made, but was subsequently reconsid- 
ered, and an effort was made by Sena- 
tors Banett and Traylor to increase the 
allowance to five cents. 
Senator Hays 
opposed the proposition, because the 
clerk would not be required to pay more 
than three cents a mile for transi)orta- 
tion, and very few would pay even that, 
because usually they have railroad 
passes. Senator Johnston wanted to go 
on record with the prediction that the 
system was being made so expensive 
that there would be a revolt against it 
by the people before it had been in 
operation six years. 
Several of the 
democratic senat ors thought the clerk 
was well enough paid for his services 
and should be allowed no profitable 
compensation for bringing the returns 
to the capitol. 
He might be required 
to perform the duty without pay. It 
was finally determined that the mileage 
should be three cents, and that $3 for 
one day should be allowed. At 3 o'clock 
yesterday 
afternoon the senate had 
reached tbe thirty-third section of the 
bill. There are thirty-five more sections 
to be considered. 


Tbe I^egislative nalf-mile Post. 
The legislature has reac hed the half- 
mile post and but little has been accom- 
plished. 
It is true a vast number of 
biUs have been consigned to a tomb 
from which there is no return, but that 
leaves the people just where they were 
before the session began. An equally 
great number have passed their second 
reading or will be favorably reported by 
committees, but time will be required to 
pass or defeat these measures, and time 
is not waiting on slow bodies now any 
more than it was before the flood. Only 
about twenty days are left on which bills 
can be passed. What is to be done ? 
There ought not, and it is to be hoped 
will not, be a special session. It is now 
being suggested that night sessions be 
held on at least three nights each week, 
the sessions to begin at eight and ad- 
journ at 10 p. m. This would be equiv- 
alent to adding a day and a half to each 
week and would add four and a half 
days time in three weeks, thus practi- 
cally making the session a week longer. 
If sufficient progress is not thereby 
made, hold night sessions the first five 
nights of each week. Something is ab- 
solutely necessary to be done and this is 
the most feasible plan yet suggested. 


Coneernlnar tbe Telepboue. 


Tlie telephone law will probably be 
repealed, as the Bell monopoly has such 
a grip that the people must pay their 
extortionate prices or be without tele- 
phone service. 


Railroad I.erielatlon. 


There promises to be some stringent 
legislation relative to railroads. 
While 
there is not much disposition to oppress 
any corporation, some bills are now be- 
fore the committee, the provisions of 
which require considerable outlay of 
money on the part of a number of 
roads.

The school book question is far from 
settlement. 
No bill by which the state 
becomes a publisher of school books wil^ 
be passed.

From the beginning of the 
war of the rebellion until its close, he

of that soldier life, so vividly recalled 
by the heroes who participated in it. 


His lecture was one of vivid descrip- 
tions and covered events of the war from 
the firing on Fort Sumpter until the 
surrender of Lee at Appopomatax. The 
movements of the grand armies of the 
west and the east, their bloody battles, 
in forty-two of which he participated, 
their defeats and their victories, their 
camp life, their hardships and their 
joys and sorrows, and their final coming 
home after the victory won, were-vividly 
and eloquently told and held his audi- 
ence attentive listeners to the close. 


No grander lecture was ever delivered 
in the city and when the silver tongued 
speaker retired he was greeted with a 
storm of applause and met with a warm 
welcome from the old soldiers present. 
Gen. Gibson is one of the best platform 
orators in the country, and much of his 
time is given to the lecture field in which 
he is a great favorite.

To remove grease from cloth, mix 
four teaspooufuls of alcohol with one 
tablespoonful of salt, shake together 
until the salt is dissolved, then apply 
with 
sponge. 
Or, wet w^ith weak 
ammonia water; then lay thin, Avhite 
blotting or tissue pai)er over it, and 
iron lightly with an iron not too hot. 
Keep a piece of French chalk in the 
house for the grease spots that are al- 
ways coming on children's clothes. 
Finely scrai)ed and thoroughly rul^bed 
in, it will often remove the spot. 
Or, 
lay it on thickly, and apply a hot iron 
with brown paper b.;tween.

If the cover is removed from soap- 
dishes the soajj will not get soft. 


When flatirons become rusty, black 
them Avith stove polish and rub well 
with a dry brush. 


Use charcoal to broil with. The flames 
close the pores quickly and make the 
meat very tender. 


Silver can be kejit bright for months 
by being plnced in an air-tight case 
with a good-sized piece of camphor. 


Use squares of 
dull-colored felt, 
pinked at the edges, unch^r statuary or 
any heavy firnaments that are liable to 
mar a polished surface. 


Do not keep irontd clothes on bars 
in the kitchen anv longer than is 
necessary for thoroughly drying. They 
gather unideasant odors. 


Mahogany and cherry furniture often 
gets dull for want of a iiood cleaning 
with a moist cloth. 
Polish with 
the 
hand, rubbing well, and the result will 
be surprising. 


To take out paint, mix equal i)art3 
of ammonia and turpentine. 
Saturate 
the spot iwo or three times, th n wasii 
out in soap suds; or, cover the s])ot 
with olive oi^ or Initter, and ai)ply chlo- 
roform, chlorie ether, or benzine. Paint 
can often be rubb:'d out of woolen 
goods after it has dried.

Boiled Halibut—Boil a ineceof hali- 
but a!tout i'oui« pounds in weight in 
salted water acidulated with a glass of 
boiled white-wine vinegar, 
llemove it

for forty minutes on the range. 
Drain 
the fish, slide it on a i)late, garnish 
with })arsley, and it Avill be ready for 
the table. 


Fleurette 
Sauce—Fleurette is the 
first skimming of milk, and quickly 
comes to a boil. 
Knead in a saucepan 
three ounces ot butter with one ounce 
of flour, a little salt and pepjier; dilute 
with a pint and a half of the hot fleu- 
rette: stir over the fire and let boil a 
moment, and the sauce will be pre- 
pared. 


Venison Steak—Four venison steaks 
weighing fourteen ounces each will be 
sufticient for eight persons. 
Flatten 
them, pare a little, and season with 
salt and pepper, baste with oil, and 
broil rare over a brisk fire. Stone and 
I)arboil three dozen olives; then drain 
and put them in one pint of Maderia 
sauce. 
Dish up the stvaks, pour over 
them the sauce and olives, and send to 
the table. 


Broiled Sweet Potatoes—Boil, let 
cool, and peel the number of large 
sweet i)otatoes required. 
Slit them in 
two or three slices, dip in melted b'.it- 
ter and )dace th( m in a double grid- 
iron. Bi'oil a light brown on both sides, 
dish them up, and after potiring ^ome 
milt d butter over the potatoes they 
may be served. 


French Artichokes—Fresh artichokes 
should be boiled in salted watin' for 
about an hour 
They then sh(»uld be 
drained, imt in cold water, and placed 
in the ic: -box. 
When ready to serve 
take from the water, wipe dry, place 
on a plate, and send to the table. 
Canned artichokes should be placed in 
ice-cold water for fifteen minutes be- 
fore serving them. 
The dressing to 
accomjiany them is made by mixing 
two large spoonfuls of vinegar with 
one of chopped parsley, a little salt 
and pepper, and eight spoonfuls of good 
olive oil. 


Mutton Broth, French Style—Pare 
a mature and not too fat fore quarter 
of mutton, saving the chops for an en- 
tree ; bone the shoulder, tie it with a 
string, trim the breast, and put all ex- 
cejit the chops in a soup pot with a 
couple of pounds of soup beef, a bunch 
of parsley, two carrots, a tuiDip, a head 
of celery, an onion with four cloves 
stuck in, and two gallons of water. 
Season with salt and pepper, and set 
the soup pot over the fire, skim the 
bi-oth well, and let boil slowly for two 
hours. 
The breast and shoulder can 
be taken from the pot and used for 
another meal as cold mutton or a stew. 
Let the broth boil two hours longer, 
adding stock or hot water enougli to 
make broth suflScient for the i)er8ons to 
be dined. 
Skim the grease from the 
broth and strain the latter through a 
napkin. 
Cut thin sippets of French 
bread and put in the tureen with one 
pint of cooked barley. 
Pour the boil- 
mg broth into a tureen, and it may be 
served.

He told me once that every time he 
visits the residence of a friend of his, 
who makes a specialty of raising a par- 
ticularly fine species of onions, he eats 
so many that he is ashamed of himself. 
Many a time he slips oflF to a restaurant 
and enjoys a feast of his favorites in sev- 
eral courses. He says those are the hap- 
piest moments in his life. To the trav- 
eling man the onion is the best friend in 
the world. You can't think of any 
shape that an onion is not good. Boiled, 
stewed, fried, baked, fricassed, escol- 
loped, roasted, pickled or raw, they are 
palatable and delicious. 
Cooked with 
potatoes, beefsteak, turkey or duck they 
are exceedingly savory. 
Just let a fel- 
low banging around the country, dis- 
gusted with the fare he receives at out- 
of-the-way hotels or boarding-houses, 
eat a raw onion and see how it will 
brace him up. If you have taken too 
much tea of an evening and feel the 
worse for your bout the next morning, 
manage to get outside of an onion or 
two and see how it will help you.

Is the Pig a Nuisance! 


Is the pig a nuisance in the village? 
He is, and he is not, just as he is man- 
aged. 
On the farm, he has his place 
yet, as an indispensible worker, and 
cheap source of food and fertilizers. 
But in the villaga, where e.sthetics some- 
times interfere • with i)rofits, people are 
getting fastidious, and avoid the pig- 
pen as-a nuisance. It would be a nuis- 
ance perhaps under the eves of the 
dwelling, managed in almost any way. 
But at the back end of the village lot, 
where the barn, if there is one, is loca- 
ted, there the sty may be safely placed 
without ofl'ense to eye, ear, or nostril, 
and with decided profit. It is the cheap- 
est source of good pork, ham, shoulder, 
sausage, head-cheese, and lard, that a 
villager can have. As a manufacturer 
of fertilizers for the village garden, the 
pig cann(;t be beaten. 
He turns every 
weed, sod, vegetable, fruit, and all 
kitchen waste into gold. "Ah! but he 
squeals!" Then feed him more, and ho 
will be quiet as a lamb, all day and all 
night. "Ah! but the pen is unsightly!" 
That is your fault, not his. Even the 
sty has its esthetics, and it may be made 
"a thing of beauty and a joy forever" if 
you like. "Well, he smells badly, any 
way." No, sir. Not if yor take proper 
care of him. Give him a slieltered bow- 
er for his nest, and plenty of straw or 
leaves, and ho will keep his bed as clean 
as a parlor. 
Give him plenty of muck 
or peat, garden soil, head lands, or ab- 
sorbents of any kind, and he will so 
thoroughly observe the Mosaic law in 
regard to animal wastes, that no neitrh- 
bor of yours shall mistrust that a pig is 
within a mile of your premises. 
The 
health committee of the village will 
never smell you out, or enter complaint 
against your sty. Do not lay your sins 
of ommission at the door of the dumb 
beast. Ho has his esthetic side, and on- 
ly requires a fair share of attention to 
1 )e made ornamental as well as useful. 
Please take particular notice that we 
raise our own pork, eat home-cured 
hams, and know the woman who makes 
our sausage-meat.— Win.

There is none to 
kiss away its tears. 
If it cries, it can 
only be beaten. 
It has been prettily 
said that a babe is fed with milk and 
praise. 
But the aliment of this poor 
babe was thin, unnourishing. 
The re- 
turn to its little baby tricks and efforts 
to engage attention, was bitter, cease- 
less objnrgation. 
It never had a toy. 
It grew up without the lullaby of nurses. 
It was 
stranger to the patient fondle, 
the husking caress. 
It was never sung 
to, 
STo one ever told it a nursery tale.

A jubilee sermon was preached in the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle on Sund^ morn- 
ing, Feb. 3, by the Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mafte, D. D., at an especial communion 
for 
the 
reception of 
240 persons, 
making the present communicant mem- 
bership of the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle 
i,508. Dr. Talmage took his text from 
the fifteenth chapter of Luke, twenty- 
hird verse: "Bring hither the fatted 
calf and kill it." Dr. Talmage said: 


Joy! Joy! Joy! We banquet to-day 
over this accession of 240 persons to 
whom I have given the right hand of 
fellowship, making our present commu- 
nicant membership 4,508. Is it not ap- 
propriate that we spread the banquet? 


In all ages of the world it has been 
customary to celebrate joyful events by 
festivity—the signing of treaties, the 
proclamation of peace, the Christmas, 
the marriage. However much on other 
days of the year our table may have 
stinted supply, on Thanksgiving day 
there must be something bounteous. 
And all the comfortable homes of Chris- 
tendom have at some time celebrated 
joyful events by banquet and festivity. 


Something has happened in the old 
homestead greater than anything that 
has ever happened before. A favorite 
son whom the world supposed would 
become a vagabond and outlaw forever 
has got tired of sight-seeing and has re- 
turned to his father's house. 
The world 
said he never would come back. 
The 
old man always said his son would come. 
He had been looking for him day after 
day and year after year. 
He knew he 
would come back. Now, having returned 
to his father's house, the father pro- 
claims celebration. 


There is a calf in the paddock that has 
been kept and fed to utmost capacity so 
as to be ready for some occasion of joy 
thiit might ««me along. Ah! there never 
will be a gran^der day on the old home- 
«tead than this day. Let the biitchers 
do their work, and the housekeepers 
bring into the table the smoking meat. 
The musicians will take their places, 
and the gay groups will move up and 
down the 
floor. 
All the friends and 
neighbOTS are gathered in, an extra sup- 
ply i« setrt out to the table of the serv- 
ants. 
The father presides at the table, 
and «aye grace, and thauks God that his 
long-ab«eiit 
boy is home again. 
Oh! 
how they missed him; how glad they are 
to have him back. 
One brother indeed 
stands pouting at the back door and 
says: "This is a great ado about nothing; 
this bad boy should have been chastened 
instead of greeted; veal is too good for 
him!" But the father says: "Nothing 
is too good, nothing is good enough. 
There-sits the young man, glad at the 
hearty reception, but a shadow of sor- 
row flitting across his brow at the re- 
¡membrance of the trouble he has seen. 
All iready now. Let the covers lift, 
music. 
He was dead and he is alive 
again! He was lost and he is found! 
By such bold imagery does the Bible set. 
forth the merry m'aking when a eoal 
comes home to God. 


1. First of all there is the new con- 
vert's joy.. It is no tame thing to be- 
come a Christian. 
The most tremendous 
moment in a man's life is when he sur- 
renders himself to God. 
The grandest 
time on the father's homestead is when 
the boy comes back. 
Among the great 
throng'who in the parlors of this church 
professed Christ one night was a young 
man who next morning rang my door 
bell and said: "Sir, I cannot contain 
myself with the joy I feel; I came here 
this morning to express it. I havef^ound 
more joy in iive minutes in serving God 
than in all the years of my prodigality, 
and I came to say so." 


Yoii have seen, perhaps, a man run- 
ning for his physical liberty and the 
officers of the law after him, and you 
saw him escape, or afterward you heard 
the judge had pardoned him, and how 
great was the glee of that rescued man; 
but it is a very tame thing that com- 
pared with the running for one's ever- 
lasting life—the terrors of the law after 
him, but Christ coming in to pardon and 
bless and rescue and save. 
\o«i remem- 
ber John Bnnyan in his great story tells 
how the pilgrim put his Angers in his 
ears and ran, crying: "Life, life, eternal 
life?" 
A poor car-driver in this city 
some years ago, after having had a 
struggle to support bis family, suddenly 
was informed that a large inheritance 
was his, and there was joy amounting to 
bewilderment; but that is a small thing 
compared with the experience of one 
when he has put in his hands the title 
deed to the joys, the raptures, 
the 
splendors of Heaven, and he can truly 
say: "Its mansions are mine, its tem- 
ples are mine, its songs are mine, its 
God is mine!" 


Oh, it is no tame thing to become a 
Christian. 
It is a merry making. 
It is 
the killing of the fatted calf. It is jubi- 
lee. 
You know the Bible never com- 
pares it to a funeral, but always com- 
pares it to something bright. 
It is more 
apt to be compared to a banquet than 
anything else. 
It is compared in the 
Bible to the water, bright, flashing wa- 


tain toldier lying there a-dying «nder 
the starlight began to sing: 


There is a land of pareddtght, 
and when he came to the next line there 
were scores of voices uniting: 


Where saint a immortal reign. 
The song was caught up all through the 
fields among the wounded until it was 
said there were at least ten thousand 
wounded men reuniting their voices as 
they came to the verse: 


Tb« everlaathig spring abides, 
And never withering flowers; 
Death like a narrow stream divides 
That heavenly land of ours. 


Oh, it is a great religion to live by, and 
it is a great religioo to die by. There is 
only one heart throb between yon and 
that religion this morning. 
Just look 
into the face of your pardoning God, 
and surrender yourself for time and for 
eternity, and be is yours. 
Some of you, 
like the young man of the text, have 
gone far astray. I know not the history, 
but yon know it, you know it. When a 
young 
man 
went 
forth 
into 
life, 
the 
legend 
says, 
his 
guardian 
angel 
went 
forth 
with 
him, 
and 
getting him into a' field the guardian 
angel 
swept a 
circle 
clear 
around 
where 
the 
young 
man 
stood. 
It 
was a circle of virtue and honor, and he 
must not step beyond that circle. 
Armed 
foes came down, but were obliged to 
halt at the circle—they could not pass. 
But one day a temptress with diamonded 
hand stretched forth and erossed that 
circle with the hand, and the tempted 
soul took it, and by that one fell grip 
was brought beyond the circle and died. 
Some of vou have stepped beyond that 
circle. 
Would you not like this day by 
the grace of God to step back? This, I 
say to you, is your hour of salvation. 
There was in the closing hours of Queen 
Anne what is called the clock scene. 
Flat down on the pillow in helpless 
sickness/ she could not move her head 
or move her hand. 
She was waiting for 
the hour when the ministers of state 
should gather in angry contest, and, 
worried and worn out by the coming 
hour, and in momentary absence of the 
nurse, in the power, the strange power 
which delirium sometimes gives one, 
she arose and stood in front of the clock, 
and stood there watchingthe clock when 
the nurse returned. 
The nurse said: 
"Do you see anything peculiar about 
that clock?" She made no answer, but 
soon died. 
There is a clock scene in 
every history. 
If some of you would 
rise from the bed of lethargy and come 
out from your delirium of sin and look 
on the clock of your destiny this morn- 
ing, you would see and hear something 
you have not seen or heard before, and 
every tick of the minute, and every 
stroke of the hour, and every swing of 
the pendulum would say: "Now, now, 
now, now!" Oh, come home to your 
Father's house. 
Come home; oh prodi- 
gal, from the wilderness. 
Come home, 
come home! 


II. 
But I notice that when the prodi- 
gal came there was the father's joy. 
He 
did not greet him with any formal "How 
do you do?" He did not come out and 
say: "You are unfit to enter; go out and 
wash in the trough by the well, and then 
yon can come in; we have had enough 
trouble with you." Ah! no. 
When the 
proprietor of that 
estate proclaisaed 
festival, it was an outburst of a father's 
love and a father's joy. 
God is your 
Father. 
I have not much 
sympathy 
with that description of God I some- 
times hear, as though He were a Turkish 
sultan, hard and unsympathetic, and 
listening not to the cry of His subjects.' 
A man told me he saw in one of the east- 
ern lands akingridingalong.andtwomen 
were in altercation, and one charged the 
other with having eaten his rice; and 
the king said: "Then slay the man. 
and by post-moitem examination tind 
whether he has eaten the rice." And he 
was slain. 
Ah! the cruelty of a scene 
like that. 
Our God is not a sultan nor 
a czar, not a despot, but a father—kind, 
loving, forgiving, and he makes all 
Heaven ring again when a prodigal 
comes back. "I have no pleasure," He 
says, "in the death of him that dieth." 


if a man does not get to Heaven it is 
because he will not go there. 
No dif- 
ference the color, no difit;rence the his- 
tory, no difference the antecedents, no 
difference the surrouuding.s, no differ- 
ence the sin. 
When the white horses of 
Christ's victorj- are brought out to cele- 
brfite the eternal triumph you may ride 
one of them, and as God is greater than 
all. His joy is greater, and when a soul 
comes back there is in His heart the 
surging of an infinite ocean of gladness, 
and to express that gladness it takes all 
the rivers of pleasure, and all 
the 
tbrones of pomp, and all the ages of 
eternity. 
It is a joy deeper than all 
depth, and higher than all height, and 
wider than all width, and vuster than all 
immensity. 
It overtops, it undex-girdB, 
it outweighs all the united splendor and 
jny of the universe. 
Who can tell what 
God's joy is? 


You remember reading the story of a 
king, who on some great day of festivity 
scattered silver and gold among the 
people, and sent valuable presents to 
his courtiers; but methinks when a soul 
comes back, God is so glad that to ex- 
press his joy he flings out new worlds 
into space, and kindles up new suns, 
and rolls amongthe white robed anthems 
of the redeemed a greater hallelujah, 
while with a voice that 
reverberates 
among the mountains of frankincense 
and is echoed back from the everlasting 
gates, he cries: "This, my son, was dead, 
and he is alive again."

He arose in the presence of 
two churches, the church on earth and 
the church in Heaven, and he 
said: 
"Now, this is my experience: 
'Sorrow- 
ful, yet always rejoicing—poor, 
yet 
making many rich—having nothing, yet 
possessing all thing^.' " If the people 
in this house this morning knew the 
joys of the Christian religion, 
they 
would ail pass over into the kingdom of 
God the next moment. 
When Daniel 
Sandeman was dying of cholera his at- 
tendant said: "Have vou much pain?" 
"Oh," h© replied, "since I found the 
Lord I have never had any pain except 
sin." Then they said to him: 
"Would 
you like to send a message to your 
friends?" "Yes, I would; tell them that 
only last night the love of Jesus came 
rushing into my soul like the surges of 
the sea, and I had to cry out: 
'Stop, 
Lord, it is enough; stop, tiord, enough! " 
Oh, the joys of this Christian religion! 


Just pass over from those tame joys in 
which you are indulging—joys of this 
world—into the raptures of the Gospel.

New Orleans I saw a Mexican flutist, 
and he played the solo, and then after- 
ward the eight or ten bands of music, 
accompanied by the great organ, came 
in; but the sound of that one flute as 
compared with all the orchestra was 
greater than all the combined joy of the 
universe when compared with the re- 
sounding heart of Almighty God. 


For ten year a father went three times 
a day to the depot. 
His son went off in 
aggravating circumstances, 
but 
the 
father said: "He will come back." The 
strain was too much and his mind parted, 
and three times a day the father went. 
In the early morning he watched the 
train, its arrival, the stepping out of the 
passengers and then the departure of 
the train. 
At noon he was there again 
watching the advance of the 
train, 
watching the departure. 
At night there 
again; watching the coming, watching 
the going for ten years. 
He was sure 
his son would come back. 
God has been 
watching and waiting for some of yon, 
my brothers, ten years, twenty years, 
thirty years, forty years, perhaps fifty 
years—waiting, waiting,watching,watch- 
ing; and, if this morning the prodigal 
should come home what a scene of glad- 
ness and festivity, and how the great 
Father's heart would rejoice at yourcom- 
ing home. 
You will come, some of you, 
will you not? Y'ou will, you will! 


III. I noticed also that when a prodi- 
gal comes home there is the joy of the 
ministers of religion. 
Oh. it is a grand 
thing to preach this gospel. 
I know 
there has been a great deal said about 
the trials and the hardships of the 
Christian ministry. 
I wish somebody 
would write a good, rousing book about 
the joys of the Christian ministry. Since 
I entered the profession I have seen 
more of the goodness of Qod than I will 
be able to celebrate in all eternity. 
I 
Know some boast about their equilibrium, 
and they do not rise into enthusiasm, 
and they do not break down with emo- 
tion; but I confess to you plainly that 
when I see a man ooming to Goa and 
giving up his sin I feel in bod.Yr mind, 
and soni a transport. 
When I see a man 
who ie honnd h i ^ at:td foot ia eril habit 
emanoipated« 1 n|f>>(i o r n it as thoogk

Oh, have not ministers a right to re- 
loice when a prodigal comee home? 
hey blew the tnimpet, and ought they 
not to be glad of the gathering of the 
host? They pointed to the full snpplv, 
and ought they not to rejoice when souls 
pant as the hart for the water brooks? 
They came forth saying: "All things 
are now ready;" ought they not to re- 
joice when the prodigal sits down at the 
banquet? 


Life insurance men will all tell yon 
that ministers of religion as a class live 
longer than any ether. It is confirmed 
by the statistics of all those who calcu- 
late upon human longevity. 
Why is it? 
There is more draft upon the nervous 
system than in any other profession, 
and their toil is more exhausting. 
I 
have seen ministers kept on miserable 
stipends by parsimonious congregations 
who wondered at the dullness of their 
sermons, when the men of God were 
perplexed almost to death by questions 
of livelihood, and had not enough nu- 
tritious food to keep any fire in their 
temperament. No fuel, no tire. I have 
sometimes seen the inside of the life of 
many of the American clergymen—never 
accepting their hospitality because they 
cannot afford it; but I have seen them 
struggle on with salaries of $500 and 
$600 a year—the average less than that 
—their struggle well depicted by the 
Western missionary who says in a letter: 
"Thank you for your last remittance; 
until it came we had not any meat in 
our house for one year, and all last win- 
ter, although it was a severe winter, our 
children wore their summer clothes." 
And these men of God I find in different 
parts of the land, struggling against 
annoyances and exasperations innumer- 
able; some of them week after week en- 
tertaining agents who have maps to sell, 
and submitting themselves to all styles 
of annoyance, and without complaint, 
and cheerful of soul. 
How do you ac- 
count for the fact that these life insur- 
ance men tell us that ministers as a class 
live longer than any others? 
It is be- 
cause of the joy of their work, the joy 
of the harvest field, the joy of greeting 
prodigals home to their Father's house. 


Oh, we are in sympathy with all inno- 
cent hilarities. 
We can enjoy a hearty 
song, and we can be merry with the mer- 
riest; but those of us who have toiled in 
the service are ready to testify that all 
these joys are tame compared with the 
satisfaction of seeing men enter the 
kingdom of God. The great eras of every 
minister are the outpourings of the Holy 
Ghost, and I thank God I have seen eight- 
een of them. 
Thank God, thank God! 


IV. I notice, also, when the prodigal 
comes back all earnest Christians re- 
joice. 
If you stood on Montauk Point 
and there was % hurricane at sea, and it 
was blowing toward the shore, and a 
vessel crashed into the rocks and you 
saw people get ashore in the lifeboats and 
the very last man got on the rocks in 
safety, you could not control your joy. 
And it is a glad time when the church of 
God sees men who are tossed on the 
ocean of their sins plant their feet on 
the rock Christ Jesus. 
• 


Oh, when prodigals come home just 
hear those Christians sing. 
Just hear 
those Christians pray. It is not a stereo- 
typed supplication we have heard over 
and over again for twenty years, but a 
putting of the case in the hands of God 
with an importunate pleading. 
No long 
prayers. 
Men 
never 
pray 
at 
great 
length 
unless 
they 
have 
nothing 
to 
say 
and 
their 
hearts 
are hard and cold. 
All the prayers in 
the Bible that were answered were short 
prayers: "God be merciful to me a sin- 
ner?' "Lord, that I may receive my 
sight," "Lord, save me or I perish." 
The longest prayer, Solomon's prayer at 
the dedication of the temple, less than 
eight minutes in length, according to the 
ordinary rate of enunciation. 


And just hear them pray now that the 
prodigals are comifig home. 
Just see 
them shake hands. 
No putting forth of 
the four tij)s of the fingers in a formal 
way, but a hearty grasp, where the mus- 
cle's of the heart seem to cleuch the 
fingers of one hand around the other 
hand. 
And then see those Christian 
faces, how illumined they are. And see 
that old man get up and. with the same 
voice that he sang fifty years ago in the 
old country meeting-house, say: "Now, 
Lord, lettest thou thy servant depart in 
peace, for mine eyes have seen thy sal- 
vation." There was a man of Keith who 
was hurled into prison in time of perse- 
cution, and one day he got off' his 
shackles and he came and stood by the 
prison door, and when the jailer was 
opening the door, with one stroke he 
struck down the man who had incarcer- 
ated him. 
Passing along the streets of 
London he wondered where his family 
was. 
He did not dare to ask lest he ex- 
cite suspicion, but, passing along a lit- 
tle way from the prison, he saw a Keith 
tankared, a cup that belonged to the 
family from generation to generation— 
saw it in a window. 
His family, hoping 
that some day he would get clear, came 
and lived as near as they could to the 
prison-house, and they set that Keith 
tankard in the window, hoping he would 
see it; and he came along and saw it, and 
knocked at the door, and went in, and 
the long-absent family were all together 
again. 
Oh, if you would start for the 
kingdom of God to-day, I think some 
of you would find nearly all your friends 
and nearly all your fannlies' around the 
holy 
communion—fathers, 
mothers, 
brothers, sisters, around that 
sacred 
tankard which commemorates the love 
of Jesus Christ our Lord. Oh, it will be 
a great communion day when your whole 
family sits around the sacred tankard. 
One 
on 
earth, 
one in Heaven. 


V. Once more I remark, that when 
the prodigal gets back the inhabitants 
of Heaven keep festival. 
I am very 
certain of it. 
If you have never seen a 
telegraphic chart, you have no idea how 
many cities are connected together and 
how many lands. 
Nearly all the neigh- 
borhoods of the earth seem articulated, 
and news flies from city to city, and 
from continent to continent. 
But more 
rapidly go the tidings from earth to 
Heaven, and when a prodigal returns it 
is announced before the throne of God. 
And if these souls this morning should 
enter the kingdom there would be some 
one in the heavenly kingdom to say: 
"That's my father," That's my mother," 
"That's my son," "That's my daughter," 
"That's my friend," "That's the one I 
used to pray for," "That's the one for 
whom I wept so many tears," and one 
soul would say, "Hosanna!" and another 
would say, "Hallelujah!" 


Pleased with the news the saints below 
In songs their tongues ^ploy ; 
Beyond the skies the tidings go, 
And Heaven is filled with joy. 


Nor angels can their joy contain, . 
Bnt kindle with new flre; 
The sinner lost is found, they sing, 
And strike the sounding lyre. 


At the banquet of Lucullus sat Cicero 
the orator, at the Mocedonian festal sat 
Philip the conqueror, at the Grecian 
banquet sat Socrates the philosopher; 
but at our Father's table sit all the re- 
turned prodigals, more than conquerors. 
The table is so its leaves reach across 
seas and lands. 
Its guests are the re- 
deemed of earth and the glorified of 
Heaven. 
The ring of God's fo^iveness 
on every band, the robe of a Saviour's 
righteousness adroop from every shoul- 
der. The wine that glows in the cups is 
from the bowls of 10,000 sacraments. 
Let all the redeemed of earth and all 
the glorified of Heaven rise, and with

This lesson will find not a few churches 
and Sunday-schools la the midst of special 
meetings, and Christ Is present to bless. 
What shall be the treatment he receives? 
Three voices answer in the verses befor« us. 
illustrative of the different elements that go 
to make up every community and which 
make themselves distinct and conspicuous 
in all times of special revival. First, the 
voice of the devils crying out in protest, 
"What have we to do with thee?" "Art thou 
come to torment us?" Second, the voice of 
the easy-going, world-farimc and mercen- 
ary. who pray him to depart out of their 
country. 
Third, the voice of the sou), de- 
livered by Christ, praying him, like Peter at 
the Ti-ansflguratlon. that he might stay 
"with him." who, being shown a better way, 
forwith begins to "publish* abroad "how 
great things the Lord hath done for him." 
Our Lord's response to each is no less strik- 
ing than are the petitions themselves. 


WHAT T H E LESSON TEACHES. 


Oter unto the other side. And it was a 
long, hard journey. A boisterous, wind- 
toseed sea lay between, and ere the boat 
could make a landing Christ must arise 
from the pillow of the ship and in his divine 
power bid the raging elements "be still." So 
comes the Lord Jesus to our sin-cursed 
earth, so presses he over "unto the other 
side" of God's universe where sin is and 
where we find ourselves. Through night of 
humiliation and storm of passion the divine 
One hurls himself till he touches on our 
desolate coast.*«. "Herein is love, not that 
we loved Qod but that he loved us and sent 
his Son." 


Neither could any man tame him. But we 
try to do it. We attempt all sorts of human 
expedients to exorcise the evil spirits that 
creep into men. Medicine will not reach 
all maladies, letters will not lay all devils, 
culture will not subdue all demons of the 
heart. The conqueror has not yet come. 
No man could or ever can tame that spirit 
of demoniacal possession which seizes on 
all self-centered hearts and is here typified. 
No man. But Christ can. Let the smitten 
soul turn to Jesus. 
We can imasine the 
solicitude of this man's friends as in his 
frenzy he breaks his chains and flees again 
"out of the city" into the desolate region of 
the tombs. Yet right there Jesus ilnds him 
iziven up by his kiniifolk and neighbors, 
Kight there — i.nderinir souls are still found 
by him who "eame to seek and to save that 
wh i^L was lost." 


Ihiniediately ttiere met him. Ah, now, the 
disciples know the intent of this somewhat 
enigmatical sortie. They were having a 
good time over on the Capernaum shore, 
multitudes were flocking about them. Why 
leave? There was cryiuK need over on the 
other side. The cries of that poor demoniac 
did not reach the di.sciples' ears, but they 
smote upon the sensitive heart of the 
Christ and at once ho re.sponds, answering 
the behests of hi.s redemptive mission. And 
see. when the bout draws nigh the land 
there is the man with the unclean spirit 
waiting for it. BrotUer, when you and I 
are led aside us by the Spirit into unwonted 
surroundings, let us lift our eyes. Perhaps 
riiiht before us we may llnd waiting for us 
the soul wo were sent to help. Just one- 
soul piirhaps, one. or possibly two. yet they 
are worth the pains taken and vastly more. 
Did not Christ consider them so on this 
occasion? "Lord, give me one soul," was 
tlie prayer of one. near and dear to the 
writer, as he took his llrst charge nearly 
forty years ago in the little town of Salts- 
burji. Pa, He has had his prayer and a 
thousund-fold more. 


SatF Jenu.s ajar o f f . Satan recognizes 
Jesus. He often discovers him t)cfore the 
vorv ele«-t and begins to prepa' e for his ap- 
pi<(!ich. He sees him afar off. There is a ro- 
viviil spirit springing up. Church members 
have been moved to pray and labor more 
heartily for the conversion of sinners. They 
are in earnest, but they scarcely see that 
Jesus of Xuzareth is drawing niirh. Satan 
see» it. Straightway a variety of social par- 
ties and diversions are planned. There has 
been no convention except among the evil 
spirits themselves, in their unseen coun- 
sels, but the dance, and whist, and various 
forms of dissipation and gayety, some of 
theiu wholly innocent, if seasonably placed, 
others questionable, others positively bad, 
alt are crowded into that narrow limit of 
time v.'hen special effort is being made for 
the tmsaved. We are making no endeavor 
to descrit)« any particular community, but 
how far short does it come, brother, of rep- 
resenting the situation with you, now or in 
the near past? 


What have I to do icith thee? 
Not much, 
to be sure; but I have somewhat to do with 
thee, thou iuiversury of souls; I am come to 
destroy thee! All that Satan desires is to 
be let alone, and much of this modern cry 
for license and liberty is simply the devil's 
protest against interference in his fell work. 
There were two spirits to be dealt with here, 
the master-spirit of the devil which cried 
out so querulously, and the subject-spirit oi 
the man which came and prostrated itself 
in lowliness. It was for the sake of the lat- 
ter more particularly that our Lord crossed 
the lake. They were as one spirit at the 
llrst. "Torment me not." was the voice of 
the demoniac, who did not yet realize that 
the despot demon was his torment. Christ 
spoke and the two were separate. 
Satan 
fleeing down the steep in the frantic swine 
and the man sitting subdued and sweet- 
.tempered before the Christ. 
That is what 
Jesus has it in hisi Ijeart "to do" with all de- 
moniacal possession.^. 


(•Qine out of the man, thou unrlean 
sijirit. 
When Jesus comes the unclean 
spirit croes out. At North Held a few years 
ago Dr. A. J. Gordon asked the question, 
"How can we be lliled with the Spirit?" ami 
answered very truly, "Well, we can't llll 
ourselves. But there is one thing we can 
do: we can empty ourselves. . . . If we can 
make a vacuum in our hearts the Holy 
Spirit will liil them." It \v;is a strong, ellVc- 
tive pica for 
sclf-humiliation and sclf- 
.surrender. But when Mr. Mooilv .>^pok>! on 
the same theme in t!ie aft<'rnoon he said: "I 
think I could havo said 'Amen' to almost 
everything in this morning s service; but I 
couldn't quite agree with Dr. Gordon when 
he said u man could empty himself. . .. 
Well, I know I can't cmptv my lieart. I 
oen't get the pride out of n)y" heart. .. . But 
if a man desires above everything else— 
that he shall decrease and Christ increase, 
then I believe the Lonl will pour the water 
down so that it will crowd out all these 
things." They were both right; two sides 
of the same truth—the truth hinted at 
above. 


They began to pray him to depart out of 
tJieir coasts. This was one effect of our 
Lord's wondrous ministry, a fear which is- 
sued in rejection of Christ rather than in 
his acceptance. Solicitude is not salvation; 
alarm does not always load to repentance. 
There is a fear that is other than "godly 
fear." We see it soto-duy. Men are startled 
by the advent of Jesus to the coast of they 
hearts; but, alas, what stirs them most fc 
the descent of the swine into the sea. and 
when you get at the bottom of their dismay 
you find it merely a selfish, mercenarv 
anxiety least they bo deprived of certain 
lusts of this life. The cry of such, perhaps 
unspoken, but winged toward God, is: "De- 
part. departí" And O. saddest words of 
gospel narrativ", as recorded by Luke: "And 
he went up into the ship and returned back 
again." He took them at their word. Christ 
will hear your cry, impenitent. You may 
send your Lord and Saviour away. You 
may bo doing it this moment. 


Prayed him that he might be with hiin. 
This was the other way of jeceiving the 
miracle. Some men besought Christ to de- 
part, This man. feeling Christ's gracious 
power in his heart, besought him that ho 
might remain ever with him and rejoice in 
his fellowship and service. The request was 
refused and yet granted. The personal 
following of the Lord Jesus was turned to » 
spiritual following and fellowship. "Go— 
tell," said Christ, "that is the way to love 
me and serve me." Brother, do you mind 
the word: "Go ye Into all the world—and 
lo. I am with you alway." This is a voice 
not simply for the delivered Gadarene, but 
for every saved soul; and if we feel his 
power in our hearts we shall begin to pub- 
lish it, every one of us. in our Decapolis. 
O what a "marvel" it would be just to see 
ifiat done: and what marvels of saving grace 
would fo Howl
